Messrs. Eprrors :—Allow me to give you as correct 
an account as Iam able to give, of the Agricultural 
College of Michigan, from data collected on a recent 
visit. This is the only really suceessfal institution of 
the kind in the United States, and being of American 
growth, and adapted to our modes of thought and our 
wants, is perhaps more wortliy of study in

State of Michigan is admitted to be the best in the 
country. The people of that State are required by 
law to sustain First Primary Schools, similar to our 
own; Second, Union Schools; Third, a University, 
and Fourth, an Agricultural College. Students in 
these various schools pay no tuition. Each town of 
any size is required to maintain a Union school where 
the higher English branches and the languages are 
pursued. Those that have finished their course at the 
Primary schools, are admitted to the Union schools, 
and graduates of the Union schools that can the 
uired examination, are admitted to the University 
at Ann Arbor. That University, in its various de-

ca was first discozered, no species of the horse was 
known, but when introduced from Europe it increased 
with the greatest rapidity, so that now it is exceeding- 
ly abundant in the southwest part ot this continent 
and in South America, where they run wild in im- 
mense herds. 

The fossil remains of the buffalo abound at the Big 
Bone Lick in Kentucky along with the remains of the 
mastedon. They evidently resort to that spot in 
search of salt. In all these remains, as wellas that 
of the buffalo, the horns turn downward, and are not 
so long as those of the European species. One ex- 
tinct species appears to have been larger than the buf- | 
falo. It is probable that they had qualities inferior to} 
those of the European ox and not fitter for the wants 
of man, and so gave way toa higher development. 
The musk ox is remarkable for having a long fleece 
with which to pretect himself in the cold climate west 
of Hudson’s Bay. 

Among the more prominent of the ox tribe was the 
Urus which existed in Europe. Caesar describes him

"Willow Growi ng. 


We are induced to make the following extract from 
& private letter received from a correspondent in Ed- 
ward County, Illinojs, as we aresure it will be of in- 
terest to a large class of our readers ; 


“I notice in the Parmer of the 3d inst. which came 
this evening, » communication on the subject of wil- 
lows ; in which your correspondent states that he has 
been successful with them for fence or hedge. He in- 
timates that in the failure of others the fault may be 
in “‘speculators” rather than in the willows. I trav- 
elled about fifteen hundred miles the past season in the 
mest effectual way of observation ; saw hundreds of 
miles of the willow hedge growing, and never found 
the first rod of it fit for any thing better than to brush 
off the flies from cattle as they went through it. We 
inquired carefully about it—saw one man who had 
heard of a man who had “half a mile of good willow 
hedge.’’ We could never find out the fault, but, hay- 
ing seen willow recommended in the Farmer, where 
I never expect to see humbug,{ concluded that 
by some means the wrong variety of plant had 
been distributed. We saw thousands of apple 
trees procured from swindling nursery men or their 
agents, which had been sold to farmers, and set out 
and carefully tended only to bring dissappointment 
and loss of time. That game is common ; and I sim- 
ply hope that the next set of ignorant or unprincipled 
men who go selling worthless trees will find some of | 
our farmers who will use up a few of their switches on 
their worthless backs. 

The Osage Orange for hedge is a perfeet success 
with us, and as high north as about the latitude of 
Chicago, when skill and care and favorable weather 
the two first years, and proper soil and good sound, 
thrifty plants all concur.

versed, were decidedly in favor of the labor system. 
After almost ten years of trial, they regard it with 
more favor than ever. They believe that three hours 
of labor daily, is necessary to preserve physical 
strength and vigor, and that it does not materially in- 
terfere with their studies. They wish that no student, 
while in college, should lose the habits and taste for 
labor that he brings with him from the farm. They 
do not expect to make all the students experts in every- 
thing pertaining to farming and mechanics, but they 
wish to improve their skill what they can in the hours 
given to labor, so that the students shall feel at the 
end of their course that in addition to their scientific 
and literary advancement, they have improved in 
manual skill. The teachers strive to connect more 
and more closely everything in the school with the 
farm, orchards and gardens, the indoor studies with 
the outdoor exercise. Prof. Prentiss, the accomplish- 
ed teacher of botany and horticulture, labors with his 
class three hours daily in the gardens and orchards, 
and their large gardens have been carried to a high 
degree of excellence. 

The college course covers four years. The Sopho- 
more class work the entire year under the direction of 
the Professor of Horticulture. The Juniors spend the 
year under the direction of the Professor of Practical 
Agriculture. The Freshmen and Seniors alternate be- 
tween the farmand garden. They would continue the 
labor system not because it is a source of income to 
the college, but because they believe it to be a posi- 
tive gain to the students. The farm superintendent, 
Prof. Miles, said the students were almost always will- 
ing to work and were faithful, but still, with good 
hired help kept steadily at work, he could make the 
arm yield him a much greater net profit. 

There is a select course for those students who wish 
. pursue some particular study, as botany or chemis- 
The course of mathematics pursued in the ¢ollege 
course, 18 very thorough and quite practical. In 
chemistry there is one recitation a day for one year 
and a half; one term of twenty weeks is given to ele- 
mentary chemistry, one term to analytical and one to 
agricultural. Students in the select course sometimes 
give another term to this study for the sake of labra- 
tory practice, and to make themselves familiar with 
quantative chemistry, comprising a thorough analysis 
of soils and manures.

Farmers’ Boys. ~ 





Messrs. Eprrors.—As no one takes up this subject 
I will offer a few more sugestions. 

There needs to be something done to make boys con- 
tented with their conditions asfarmers. And the only 
way it can be done, is to make them feel that it is con- 
sidered by others as well as farmers, an honorable 
and popular employment. 

It is generally alleged that the reason why so many 
young men leave the farm for a city life, is the hope 
of getting rich faster than they would at farming. 
This is, no doubt, in many cases, the true cause, but 
there is another nearly if not quite as powerfal, and 
that operates on as large a class; it is the idea that 
farming is not popular. 

And now let us see if they have not some reason 
for entertaining this idea. Look at the loungers 
around any village and you will see a class of idlers, 
almost invariably the offspring of the lowest families, 
and just outgrown the condition of street chore boys. 
And here they will stay, waiting for work that suits 
them, and being well contented with none at all, and 
refusing to work on a farm because it is not up to 
their standard—it is beneath their dignity. And 
farmers’ boys occasionally get a glimpse of these village 
loafers, and, not being able to discern the difference 
between real worth and empty show, are in danger of 
being led into the belief that what they see here is the 
highest condition ef man. 

Look again when there is a dance or social gather- 
ing of any kind. Do not these idle pimps who have 
learned to appear well in company, (which is in many 
cases their chief education) reseive more attention 
than those who have had less advantages? And is 
not this quite enough to disgust an ambitious boy

On motion of Mr. Carpenter, the paper of Mr. 
Wasson was taken from the table and read a second 
time. 

Mr. Goopaue referred to the following quotation 
from Stockhart : *‘A farmer who buys guano, bone- 
dust, or other artificial manures, bat does not look 
carefully after his drainings, and who does not collect 
and preserve the urine of his horses and live stock, is 
an extravagant farmer, for he brings the same thing 
into his yard, at great cost, which he might have for 
nothing, if be did not suffer it to flow or evaporate use- 
lessly away from the same;’’ and said it was worthy of 
being printed in letters of gold, and thought over 
every day by every firmer who hada barn yard or 
manure heap. The paper was a vaiuable one in many 
respects, and yet he thought some points and state- 
ments in it should be received with caution. He ques- 
tioned if farms in New York and Massachusetts were 
deteriorating to the extent that the paper stated. He 
knew the statements were made, bat believed them 
calculated to lead astray. He thought the statements 
in regard to the waste occasioned by sewers in large 
cities, not in accordance with the facts in the case; 
and said, as a Board, we should avoid all loose and 
plainly exaggerated statements. That great losses were 
constantly going on, is certainly true, and all means 
should be used to enforce practical economy. He be- 
lieved the agencies of nature to be constantly evolving 
from the soil, elethents of fertility which had been lock- 
ed up, and these were liberated by weathering, and 
cultivation was thus a fertilizing agency. The true 
method of putting the case was to argue that if we 
can subsist on what is grown with such losses, how 
much better we can do by avoiding all possible loss. 

Mr. Wasson said in explanation, that he had ob- 
tained the statistics for the preparation of his _ 

1e 
main point which he wished to impress by the report 
was that if a sufficient amount of fertilizers could be 
returned to the soil to take the place of the crops con- 
tinually being taken off, we could maintain the fertili- 
ty of our farms, and if we wished to increase their 
fertility, adjuncts must be used for the purpose. 

Mr. Dana questioned the expediency of sounding 
the trumpet of alarm, that we are ranning down our 
farms every year, when we wish to keep our young 
men at home. He believed more attention should be 
given to the Tullian method of husbandry, in regard 
to the complete manipulation of the soil, and if it was 
practiced to a greater extent it would work an im- 
portant revolution in our agriculture.

The Profit of Keeping Fowils. 





The different views on this subject, and the varied 
experiences of persons who have kept fowls, as to the 
profit or loss, have been so widely different from each 
other, that it is still an unsettled point—some assert- 
ing that they will pay a net profit on each fowl, from 
two dollars and fifty cents to four dollars, others say- 
ing that every egg costs them six cents—that they de- 
stroy their gardens, are a perfect nuisance, &c., &c. 
Now, what is the explanation of this great difference 
in opinion, and what is the truth? Are fowls profita- 
ble to keep, or are they an expense? My opinion on 

_the subject, and experience with them is: that rightly 
| managed and cared for, they pay a large profit; other- 
| wise, they are an expense; and the man who wishes to 
| keep fowl and make them profitable, should pay as 
strict attention to them as he pays to breeding and 
| rearing cattle, horses and sheep. Who are the most 
Successful men in breeding stock of any kind? They 
| are those who, in the first place, purchase the best of 
| the kind, of either cattle, horses, sheep, swine or fowl, 
, that can be obtained. In the next, they give them the 
‘best shelter, food and care, that can be given; and 
these men are always successful, and make it a profit- 
| able business. And just in proportion as you vary 


, from these essential points, will it be a profit or a loss 


ry, but do not wish to go through with @ fall oourse. in keeping fowl or any kind of stock. The one that 


makes a profit, is the one-who gives the best care and 
attention te his stock. The one who finds it an ex- 
pense, is the one who lets them care for themselves. 
The farmer who stints the feed of his stook during 
the winter months, in order to have something to car- 
ry to market, is foolish; the farmer who feeds his 
stock well through the winter months, is wise. One 
makes his stock bring @ price far more than the cost 
of the extra feed given; the other has the pleasure of 
seeing his neighbor's stock sell readily at the highest 
market, while his own is slow of sale, and at a re- 


much @ regular business, and requires as much atten- 
tion, and even more than any I know of; and I do not 
know of any business that will take care of itself, 
much less, pay a profit. A few figures on the subject 

rhaps will not be amiss. I know of a party in this 

tate, that valued his stock—consisting of Gray Dor- 
kings, Spangled Hamburgs, Brown Spanish and 
Games—in January, at one hundred dollars; and al- 
though he had poor luck in raising chickens, yet at 
the end of the season, basing his valuation the same 
as in the first place, he had one hundred dollars worth 
on hand, and had sold eggs and fowl enough to amount 
to one hundred dollars more. The above was accom- 
plished by having the best he could purchase; and by 
so doing, he could ebtain the best prices when he 
wished to sell. It could not be done with common 
fowl, and I question, when eggs alone are the object, 
if much of a profit can be obtained. But when you 
have a breed of fowl that are good layers, and make 
the best of poultry, and sell alive from three to six 
and ten dollars per pair, then if'a man does not make 
it profitable to keep them, the fault is his own.

Mr. Brown of the House of Representatives, was 
called upon for some remarks, and stated his experi- 
ence in draining. He regarded it a most important 
matter, and farming in Maine he looked upon with a 
different view now from what he did ‘before he went 
West. Years ago he regarded Maine as only good to 
grow lumber and emigrate from, but now he regard- 
ed it as one of the first States, agriculturally, in the 
Union. When he came onto his little farm he found a 
large swamp which produced but little grass, and that 
of @ poor quality, and he at once drained it, putting 
in stone drains, He thought it better to put stone 
into a drain promiscuously, than to put them in in 
any other form. After draining, it was plowed, acrep 
of corn and potatoes taken off, then a crop of barley, 
and since then it has been in grass. In some cases it 
has produced at the rate of three tonsiper acre. Our 
State is a great grass producing State, stock rais- 
ing is one of our most profitable branches of husband- 
Ty.—more so than we are apt'to think: He raised 
sixty-five bushels of spring wheat from two bushels 
sowing, sown the middle of May, upon land that had 
been drained. He had received benefit from 
using muscle-bed upon his land, and ij had been ap- 
plied to his orchard with good results. | 

Mr. Kewnniston of the House of tives, in 
answer toa call from Mr, Fartey, said he had for 
the last ten or fifteen years, practiced draining to con- 
siderable extent. The drains were fo: 
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stone that is wide enough to fill up the space between 
the side stones. This prevents their being pressed in 
and filling up the space for the water to course 
through. Upon the top, place a stone large enough to 
reach across them, then fill in with small stone, and a 
complete drain is formed. 

Mr. ATKrnson of the House of Representatives, re- 
sponded to « call from Mr. CaRPenter, and said a few 
words upon the importance of the work in which the 
Board was engaged. 

Several members of the House of Representatives, 
who were in attendance, were called upon, and re- 
sponded by short addresses. 

Mr. Carpenter alluded to the subject of draining 
with wood. Some of his neighbors had drained with 
pine boards, and others had used three poles laid to- 
gether. They answered a very good pur 

Mr. Dike gave his experience in draining a piece of 
land some ten years ago. The land was covered with 
a black alder growth, the seil was a muck; and since 
draining, it has produced at the rate of three tons of 
grass _ acre. The drains were about four feet deep. 
The advantages of underdraining were, that it was 
applicable to any land, and to all seasons. In making 
his drains, he first paved the bottom of the drain over 
before laying the stone for thedrain. After the drain 
is laid, turf is put upon the stone, before the earth is 
filled in, Such land as he had described was among 
the most valuable land in the State. 

Mr. Buancaarp of West Gardiner, gave some ac- 
count of his draining operations, whieh did not differ 
materially from the plan of others who had spoken.

Mr. Wasson, in making some remarks upon the re- 
port; said there were some sentiments to which he 
could subscribe, and some to which he could not. The 
question alluded to in the report, “how and by what 
means can we add to the manure heap?”’ was the ques- 
tion of greatest importance. True, barns can be so 
constructed as to facilitate the work of adding thereto, 
which is one method. The report says it is not with- 
in the means of a large majority of farmers to pur- 
chase artificial manures, and he questioned if this | 
should go out to the farmers of Maine as the sentiment ' 
of the Board. He spoke at some length upon the sub- 
ject of muck asa manure, giving an account of its 
compositien use, &c. Barns should be so constructed 
as to prevent the loss and waste of manure, as in the 
way in which a large number of our barns throughout 
the State are constructed, great loss in manure is oc- 
casioned. He could not subscribe to the language in 
the report that compost was better than animal ma- 
nure, He knew it was a favorite opinion of Liebig, 
but it did not agree with his opinion or experience. 

Mr. Dana said that the remark in the report, that 
the majority of our farmers could not afford to pur- 
chase artificial manures, was too broad a statement. 
He regarded dry loam as the best absorbent for cellars 
and vaults, as by its use offensive odors are get rid of, 
and the quantity of manure increased. Where he) 
could not get loam, he used sand. It was used as a 
bedding, and by its use the stables were kept dry, and 
it acted as a divider. He had used considerable quan- 
tities of marine manure, and his men were obliged to 
get it immediately after haying. It had been a ques- 
tion with him, whether this was cheaper than it would

Mr. ©. Spavtpine of Hallowell, in response to a 
question from the chair, said he had used the whale 
oil soap as a remedy against lice on apple trees, to 
effect. Make a wash considerable strong and apply it 
with a brush. Is troubled somewhat with black knot, 
but removes it as fast as it appears, with a knife; 
though it kills some trees. 

The President stated he had had recommended to him 
as a remedy for lice on trees, a wash of equal parts of 
soft soap, quick lime and green cow manure, diluted 
so as to be applied with a brush. It killed the lice, 
and it also killed the trees. He would like to know 
why it produced the result it did. 

Mr. Gitman said many, in some parts of the State, 
were getting in the way of not growing or using graft- 
ed fruit. The natural fruit was not so large, but they 
were sure of good crops. 

Mr. Fantry spoke highly of the Hurlbert apple. 
As a remedy for lice he had succeeded admirably with 
a strong wash of soap suds. 

Mr. Burra, Vice President of the Board, made some 
practical remarks. His soil was a coarse, open, grav- 
elly loam on the river, and he had been trying for the 
last thirty years to get an orchard, but had succeeded 
poorly. In five or six years after being transplanted, the 
bark begins to turn black, and on examination, the 
decay was found to have commenced at the heart and 
near the bottom of the tree. His farm is 60 miles 
northerly from Bangor. The same results were true 
of his neighbors, but upon the granite ridges of the 
town, trees succeed better, although they do not grow 
so thriftily as in other localities. The same results 
were also true of plum and cherry trees. The ground 
is covered with snow through the wiater, and it does 
not freeze very deep. 

Mr. Cuameertain thought highly of the Yellow 
Siberian crab, as an excellent tree to graft upon. 
It takes a strong hold of the soil. The Winthrop 
Greening with him is hardy, and a good grower, 
but ashy bearer. He did not believe trees should be 
set in grass land. . Trees ought to die if placed in such 
circumstances, and farmers should know better than 
to plant them in that manner. 

r. GoopALE said there were several instances where 
seedlings of the same variety had originated in differ- 
ent localities. He thought the suggestion of Mr. 
Chamberlain in regard to the crab apple, a valuable 
one, and would recommend farmers to plant the seeds 





Mr. Harnes was of the same opinion as Mr. Ayer, 
and egret barley as the second best crop to wheat. 
Wr. Dawa alluded to the fact that as a general thing 
| farmers did not put on half enough grass seed. This 
| should be avoided, as it would be found a paying 
| operation in more ways than one if more see was used. 
| Mr. Duxe spoke of autumn seeding, as a matter of 
| great importance, and also alluded to the great loss 
| Sustained by our farmers being too penurious of their 
grass seed. A farmer cannot spend his money to bet- 
ter advantage than in buying and using a large quan- 
tity of grass seed. He advocated keeping the manure 
pretty near the top of the ground, and covering the 
seed by alight harrowing. He thought the fodder- 
corn crop of great value as a means of obtaining for- 
age, and as an addition to the short pastares of au- 
tumn. In curing it after it was cut, he did not allow 
it to remain out over night, but set it up in the barn, 
loose, without binding, and after it had stood in the 
floor for several days it was sufficiently cured to put 
away in other parts of the barn. Had used hen ma- 
nure as a dressing for corn to most excellent advan- 
tage, and regarded it as one of the most valuable fer- 
tilizers the farm afforded. It was too apt to be wasted. 

Mr. Prixce could not get his land thoroughly 
enough pulverized to seed down, until the third year 
after breaking up. Thought the best mode of manur- 
ing was to oultivate in lightly near the surface. There 
is a great difference of opinion among farmers as to 
the best kind of clover seed to seed down with, wheth- 
er northern or western. He believed in sowing our 
northern seed at the rate of fifteen or twenty pounds 
to the acre in connection with a sufficient amount of 
herdagrass, and believed it would yield a good return. 
He sowed his seed in the spring, but would enquire if 
any had practiced seeding in the fall. 

r. Hanes, said the western clover seed was sown to 
considerable extent in Aroosteok county, but it killed out 
badly the second year, and he believed the farmers 
missed it in sowing western or southern clover seeds. 

Mr. Faruey stated, as he had already done before, 
that he sowed red top seed upon the surface. He ad- 
vecated mixed grasses aga food for stock and there- 
fore thought it necessary to sow variety of seed. 
This he regarded as a matter of great importance. 

Mr. Moore spoke upon this report at some length, 
giving the resalt of his experience in the manuring 
and seeding down of grass land. Had received but 
little benefit from plowing under manure in seeding 
to grass. Southern clover seed had succeeded very 
well with him, and had given good satisfaction. 

Mr. Dawa spoke of the injurious practice of allow- 
ing cattle to feed off the after growth of mowing lands, 
as it was absolutely necessary in order te protect the 
roots of the grass from the injurious effects of frost. 

The discussion of this topic was farther continued 
by Messrs Farley, Carpenter, Dike and others until 
the Board adjourned.

The Ice Business. 
Probably very few persons, who enjoy this hyper- 
borean production summer months, in the

The operations of 
the present winter will amount to not less than 40,000 
| tons for shipment, more than half of which, during 
the four or five favorable days of last week, was cut 
and stored in the ice-houses of Mr. Daniel Cheeseman 
in Farmingdale, and Mr. Ira D. Sturgis of Pittston. 
We think it will be interesting to our readers to give a | 
brief description of one of these ice-houses, and the 
method of gathering the ice harvest for the season- 

On Friday last we availed ourself of the opportunity 
to visit the field of these operations in company with 
Mr, Sturgis. Since the month of October last, he has 
erected upon the Williamson farm in Pittston, recent- 
ly purchased by him, ice-buildings of the estimated 
capacity of 20,000 tons. They are built with all the 
modern improvements in construction and machinery, 
and the entire establishment is, perhaps, superior to 
any o her of the kind in the country. The buildings 
are three in number, with an aggregate width of 240 
feet, 100 feet long and 28 feet im height, joined togeth- 
er, and with the means of opening into each other 
when required to load the ice upon vessels lying along- 
side. They are built with double walls on every side, 
the spaces being filled with sawdust to make the build- 
ings air-tight, and to keep the interior at the lowest 
possible temperature. The three roofs are also farn- 
ished with ventilators for the escape of the warm air 
generated within the buildings. Attached to the south 
end of the buildings is an elevator which raises the 
blecks of ice from the river, by means of an endless 
chain upon an inclined plane, to three separate landing 
places of different elevations, thence giving the ice an 
impetus which carries it along a wooden railway 240 
feet in length, and delivers the blocks alternately upon 
other inclined planes leading into each of the build- 
ings, where they are stowed in superincumbent layers

On the floor, lying across the door-stool of an open 
door leading into a.small entry, separating the sitting- 
room from a sleeping apartment, was stretched the 
lifeless body of Polly Caswell—her head and shoulders 
in the entry and ler body and lower limbs in the sit- 
ting-room. ly was partially covered with a 
night-dress, es - g roceeding to ke hold of it, it 
was found frozen » and giving evidence of having 
been in that condition for several days. A broken 
chair, covered with blood, lay near, affording evidence 
in itself that it had been used in aiding in the murder 
of Miss C.

State Wool Growers’ Convention. 


In accordance with the call of the Secretary of the 
Board of Agriculture, the wool growers of Maine, in 
connection with the members of the Board; met in 
convention at the Senate Hall in the State House, on 
Wednesday, Jan. 281. On account of the severe 
storm the attendance wes not so large as it would 
otherwise have been, but nearly all parts of the State 
wer : represented, either by delegates from local #sso- 
ciations, or those specially interested in the matter. 

Hon. Samuel Wasson, President of the Board of 
Agriculture, called the meeting to order, and invited 
Hon. Samuel F. Perley of the House of Representa- 
tives, to preside, 8. L. Goodale of Saco, and Samuel 
L. Boardman of Augusta, were chosen Secretaries, 

Mr. Goodale introduced the following resolutions : 

‘* Resolved, That sheep husbandry ought to be en- 
couraged among us, not only as a direct means cf 
port, but also as indireetly tending to maintain the 
productivity of the soil and thus enable it to support 
a larger pumber of producers, and that under condi- 
tions more desirable than they now enjoy. 

Resolved, That it is the conviction of this Board 
that this course of husbandry cannot be safely entered 
upon or advised, as the tariff on wool now is. They

Committees were appointed to present before the 
Joint Select Committee of the Legislature on amend- 
ments of the liquor bill such suggestions and propo- 
sitions as the convention may Agree upon, and also to 
propose an address to the people of Maine. 

During the afternoon session the Convention was ad- 
dressed by many gentlemen in advocacy of more strin- 
gent and efficient legislation against the liquor traflic. 

The Committee on amendments to the Liquor Law 
made a report which was adopted after some immate- 
rial amendments. It recommended that the law be s0 
far amended as to make the first offence punishable 
with a fine of twenty dollars and costs of court, and 
| imprisonment in the county jail for sixty days. On 
| the second and every subsequent conviction, a fine of 
‘twenty dollars and costs, and imprisonment for four 
months. A further amendment of the 14th Section 
which is called the search and seizure process, a fine 
of twenty dollars and imprisonment of thirty days in 
the county jail. The Committee also recommended 
the adoption of a State Constabulary law similar te 
the Massachusetts law, all of which was unanimously 
adopted. 

In the evening, the Joint Select Committee of the 
Legislature on amendments to the liquor law, being 
present by invitation, a Committee, consisting of 
Messrs, Munger of Portland, Fictcher of Bath, Ding- 
ley of Lewiston and Randall of Augusta, severally 
made addresses representing the views of the Conven- 
tion, and urging upon their attention the reforms in 
legislation asked for by the unanimous voice of the 
temperance people of Maine.
